ESTIMATES OF DOLLAR 
VALUES 


N discussing recently at 
Hartford, Connecticut, the 
relation ‘of money stand- 
ards to present-day living 

costs, Frank A. Vanderlip, an 
admitted American authority in 
financial matters, while possibly 
stating no new or startling the- 
ory, certainly put the’ whole 
thing so simply that what he 
had to say is rather easily un- 
derstood. Mr. Vanderlip makes 


the plain statement that people 


everywhere are paying more dol- 
lars for the things which they 
buy and charging more dollars 
for the things ‘which they sell, 


simply ‘because the dollars have 
depreciated in value. In other 
words, he would have it under- 


stood, wheat, corn, clothing, 
shoes, and a hundred or more 
other commodities necessary to 
the well-being of the people of 
the world, are not really worth 
more, intrinsically, because of 
any actual shortage of supply or 
lack of distribution, but because 
of the cheapened value of the 
monetary standard, due entirely 
to what is termed inflation of the 
circulating medium. The exist- 
ing situation, if Mr. Vanderlip’s 
premises and conclusions are cor- 
rect, may be regarded as being 
due to the fact that there has 
not yet been established or de- 
vised what may be regarded as 
an unvarying standard of values, 
The tendenty, quite naturally, is 
to appraise the value of an arti- 
cle according to what seems to 
be the desirability of possessing 
it, and the value of gold to those 
who have it seems to be measur- 
ed, to a great degree at least, by 
the amount of gold actually . pos- 
sessed, or by one’s ability or 
opportunity easily to replace the 
amount expended with more. 

Mr. Vanderlip, in applying his 
theory to the conditions which 
he finds today, seems.to see in 
whole situation something 
mere selfishness and 
In other words, he finds 
the problem an economic, rather 
individual one; one 
class. or 
responsible.

AUTO CLUB 





Whether or not the sign-posting 
of highways ‘so that motorists will 
not lose their way is an Augean 
‘Job” or not is indicated-by the la- 
atest report issued from the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California 
on the subject. 

It is shown that to date the auto- 
mobile organization has erected 62,- 
145 guide signs on the roads of 
Southern California and on _ the 
routes leading to this part of the 
state from across the continent, 

By the end of the fiscal year, it 
is estimated that the auto club will 
have placed 67,500 sign-posts for the 
safety and guidance of local and vis- 
iting motorists. 

A “figure fiend” has doped it out 
that if these metal signs were plac- 
ed together, point to point, they 
would stretch from Santa Barbara, 
California, to San Diego, with sixty 
miles left over. They would make a 
solid wall eighteen inches’ high 
along the entire Mexican’ border 
from Texas to the Pacific Ocean, 
They would put a solid metal roof 
over the Panama canal. 

During the month of October the 
club trucks covered 10,000 miles in 
erecting signs and replacing old 
ones which had been shot down by 
miscreants. 
department of the auto club, that 
for the sign-posting work, covers 
more than 100,000 miles annually in 
safeguarding motoring interests. 

At the present time the organiza- 


tion is engaged in completing the 
sign-posting of the desert regions 
around and in the famous Death 


Valley.
